Cult says sacrifices were for protection

-MATAMOROS, Mexico — Members of a voodoo 
cull of drug smugglers, arrested in at least 12 rit- 
ual slayings including a U.S. college student, said 
Wednesday they sacrificed their victims to gain 
demonic protection from police. 

Police dug for two more bodies Wednesday at 
(he ranch where they found the 12 mutilated bod- 
ies earlier and said they were seeking a Cuban 
they believe led the bloody cult. 

"We killed them for protection," Elio Hernandez 
Rivera, 22, of Matamoros, told reporters. He said 
at a news conference that he shot and killed one 


victim and decapitated another. 

Asked if he regretted the slayings, he said. 
"Yc.s, but it's too late." 

"Very clearly they believed the human sacri- 
fices and the animal sacrifices put a magicnl 
shield around them that protected them from evil 
or harm, even up to bullets,' said Texas Attorney 
General Jim Mattox. 

In addition to the University of Texas pre-medi- 
cu! student, -the-victims included a-Malamoros po- 
liceman, a Mexican fcdcrai police volunteer, and 
a 16-year-old, Mexican and U.S. officials said. At 
least one victim was kidnapped in Brownsville, 
Texas, in the last month, and as many as three' of 


the dead may be American, ofllcials said.

Halt exports of wheat, 

, consumer advocate says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A con- 
sumer advocate said Wednesday 
that the U.S. ’ wheat outlook is so 
shaky that the United States should 
suspend further export subsidies un- 
til the situation improves. 

Rodney E. Leonard, executive di- 
rector of the private, non-profit Com- 
munity Nutrition Institute, said he 
wrote Agriculture Secretary Clajton 
Ycuttcr on April 3 to repeat a simi- 
lar' request made last fall, "when the 
situation was less precarious" and 
steps "could have been token to 
safeguard supplies." 

The target of Leonard's complaint 
is the Export Enhancement Pro- 
gram, which subsidizes the sale of 
wheat and other commodities to se- 
lected'i'oreign countries. Huge sales 
of wheat to China and the Soviet 
Union have been made under the 
program since the arrangement was 
authorized by Congress in the 1985 
farm law. 

Yeutter 'said this week the pro- 
gram had helped significantly in get- 
ting agricultural trade discussions 
moving under the current Uruguay 
Round of the General Agreement on 
TarilTs and Trade, • 

But Yeutter also said in an inter- 
view with a group of reporters on 
Monday that the subsidy program 
would bo reviewed to see how effec- 
tive it has been and whether "too 
much or too little" is being spent on 
it. 

Leonard said that the condition of 
the winter wheat crop is deteriorat- 
ing and that experts in the Agricul- 
ture Deportment and in the major 
production areas point to a harvest 
this year of about 1.6 billion bushels. 
A spring wheot'outpul of 6(X) million 
— bushels w o u ld-make-a-total-U.S. 
wheat harvest of about 2.2 billion 
bushels. 


Ifwheat use in the 1989-90 market- j 
ing year, which will begin June 1, to- i 
tals in the range of 2.4 billion to 2.5 i 
billion bushels, this year's harvest ; 
would fall short of meeting demand. 

In that case, Leonard said in his 
letter to Yeutter, at least 200 million . 
bushels of wheat will have to be 
drawn from 'existing stocks, which 
are estimated by the Agriculture De- 
partment to bo drawn down to 549 
million bushels by June 1. 

Thus, ho said, the U.S. wheat 
stockpile by June 1, 1990, could well 
be down to around 300 million 
bushels. According to department 
records, that would be the the small- 
est U.S. wheat reserve at the end of 
a marketing year since 1962, when it 
was 256 million bushels. 

"This is hardly adequate as a do- 
mestic reserve, and will leave the 
U.S. unable to intervene if famine 
conditions develop anywhere in the 
world," Leonard said. "The (United 
Nations) Food and Agriculture Orga: 
nization ... a month ago said that 
world grain stocks will be drawn 
down again in 1989-90 for the third 
jearin a row." 

Leonai^ added: "In effect, FAO 
does not expect food grain produc- 
tion to increase significantly in any 
of the major food-producing areas 
outside the U.S." 

The department's first official es- 
tiroate of l969 winter wheat produc- 
tion, which usually accounts for 
three-fourths of the U.S. total, will 
be released May 11.

The official Toss news agency car- 
ried excerpts of Gorbachev's re- 
marks. It said his appeal was pub- 
lished in Tbilisi, the Georgian capital 
and the site of Sunday's clash.

Soviet lawyer $eeks review 
of new subversion law 


MOSCOW (AP) - A lending 
lawyer called Wednesday for the 
Supreme Court to review a new 
law on subversion, saying it may 
conflict vrilh President Mikhail S. 
Gorbachev's policy of glasnost. 

The decree appears to be aimed 
in part at stopping nationalist un- 
rest like that in the republic of 
Georgia. It bans premeditated 
acts aimed at inciting nationalist 
or racial animosity and actions 
aimed at undermining the Soviet 
political and economic systems. 


Many dissidents have said the 
decree restricts freedom of 
speech and other human rights, 
but the criticism by-Alexander M. 
Yakovlev was the first made pub- 
licly by a Soviet lawyer. 

Yakovlev, a department head 
at the Institute of State and Law, 
made the remarks at a news con- 
ference and in an article pub- 
lished Wednesday in the weekly 
newspaper Moscow News.

Possible Knievel canyon jump peiplexes Magic Valley

TWIN FALLS (AP) - Ilobbie 
Knicvcl's planned motorcycle jump 
at Caesan; Palace in Las Vegas has 
some Twin Falls residents thinking 
the young daredevil might also try 
his famous father's most spectacular 
stunt - leaping the Snake River 
Canyon. 

But while the head of the local 
chamber of commerce says a second 
attempt to jump some IJIX) feel 
across the 600-foot-decp gorge would 
ipvc the city a nnnncial boost, other 
community leaders remember with 
dread the mayhem that enme with 
Evcl Knievel's first try almost 15 
years ago. 

‘I don't know really how bad this 
thing was in 1974." J. Kent Just, 
executive director of the Twin Fulls 
Area Chamber of Commerce, said 
Wednesday. "I'm well aware there 
were some major problems, bul 1 
think they might have been blown 
out of proportion over the years." 

Just raised the possibility two 
months ago in a chamber newsletter 
that if Robbie Kniovcl succeeds at 
Caesars this Friday, he might try 
thc'jump his father attempted 
un.successfully in u stenm*powercd 
“Sky-Cycle" on Sopl. 8, 1974. 

Knievel parachuted to safety while 
his cycle, which was registered as an 
nirpinne. crashed into the canyon. 

-Both father and son have said 
publicly in recent w'ceks that another 
Snake River Canyon ottempt was a 


rtal possibility,. depending on the 
outcome of the Las Vegas stunt. On 
Tuesday, however, Robbie Knievel 
said be did not foresee a jump in 
Iduho in the near future; 

“Tluit can wait 10 years," he said. 

The potential for another shot of 
worldwide media attention, and the 
money that comes with it, has not 
been enough so far to convince many 
local residents. They remember the 
rowdy, sometimes violent crowds, 
Uja nudity, the drunken bikers, the 
unpaid hills, the lawsuits and the 
massive cleanup connected with the 
elder Knievcl’s leap from a 
launching ramp on the canyon’s 
.south rim. 

In an editorial in Tho Times-News 
on Tuesday, Managing Editor 
Stephen Hnrtgen said, “Aside from 
the P.T. Bamum quality of the stunt, 
another Knievel jump in Twin Falls 
is not something wo think would 
benefit either the community or its 
imoge." 

Hartgcn was not in the city of 
26,000 in 1974, but said a look nt 
newspaper reports from the lime 
makes it clear the Knievel 
extravaganza did at least ns much 
harm ns good. 

"It seems to be something that 
chamber of commerce exceptive 
directors come up with as they cast 
about for ways to promote the 
community, and the visibility might 
not be n bad thing," he said 


Wednesday. "But when it's all said 
and done, what kind of iningc is that 
likely to leave? Do communities 
really want Ui be presented as circu-s 
freaks?" 

Just, who also lived elsewhere nt 
the time, maintains lessons have 
been learned fnim tho 1974 jump. He 
.«ays Twin Falls should not pass up a 
golden opportunity io diversify its • 
farm-bused economy with big-lime 
showbusiness which, if handled 
properly, could mean millions of 
dollars for local businesses. 

"There r.n- many people who 
absolutely cringe -to think of it 
happening again; there arc a lot of 
hard feelings left. But there also arc 
a lot of people who realize that tho 
notoriety this canyon received i.s 
worth a mint in advertising." Just 
said. 

“We’re also probably n little 
smarter this time and would 
probably want n piece of the action." 

What llartgens editorial called Q 
“gravestone-style" monument wa.s 
dedicated in 1985, two miles 
down.streani from tho ramp that 
supported Knievel’s launching 
structure. 

It remains a minor tourist 
attraction. But when local bank 
-executive David Mead remembers 
.the event, he recalls neighbors 
afraid to leave their homos a'nd 
people driving around with guns in 
their cars for protection.

But the budget for next year 
meets the first phase of the council's 
catch-up plan although the increase 
lawmakers fashioned in the new 
budget has raised questions obout 
the ability to maintain the pace a 
year from now. 

'|U has to be a sustained effort," 

Opponheimer, chairman of the 66- 
member statewide council. "It can't 
bcaone-yeor program." 

At the same time, however, 
Opponheimer said .that kind of 
financial eomroitment must be 
accompanied by a sound strategy for . 
assuring the extra money produces a 
better school system.

But the combination of a continued

•Consider whether collision Insur- 
ance is a good idea for your car. If 
you drive an old clunker, the amount 
you pay for collision coverage could, 
in a couple of years, equal or surpass 
the value of the car itself. In this, 
case, you probably would be better 
oiT saving the money and insuring 
yourself on collisions. 

•When buying a new car, don't for- 
got to consider insurance costs when 
determining the overall price of the 
automobile. That handsome little 
sports car will usually cost much 
more to insure than a big family 
sedan. In fact, the difference can 
amount to thousands of dollars, de- 
pending on whore you live and your 
driving record.

•Thke a defensive driving course.

Q. I am concerned about the purity of our 
water for my children's health, and I plan to 
get a water puriTtor. Are some better for re- 
moving concor-cauBUig chemicals and are 
they expenaivo to operate? H. K. 

A. You should pc concerned niwut the quali- 
lyofyourdrinkyng water. There can bo many 
harmful and ^ncer-causing chemicals in your 
drinking water Even the chlorine added to wa- 
ter to kill organisms can react with other 
chemicals to produce cancer-causing com- 
pounds. • . . 

Your own plumbing system cun introduce 
lead into your water, Unle.ss your hou.‘>e is 
very new, the plumber probably used lead- 
bused solder. When water ro.sts in the pipo.s 
for several hours, lead dissolves in your drink- 
ing water. Lead is very hazardous to adults 
and especially to children. 

There are three common types of water pu- 
rifiors for home-use. The oITectiveness and 
co.st to operate each vnrie.s Before selecting 
one, you .should have your water tested to de- 
termine which harmful chemicals' and organ- 
isms ore present. 

You can send a small water sample to labs 
for testing and reque.st n voriely of different 



tests. At the very loa-st, you should have an in- 
expensive tost done for the lead content in 
your water. 

Activated carbon (charcoo!) filters arc ef- 
fective for removing organic compounds, pes- 
ticides'; benzene, and Iridiloruelliylonu. They 
nro not as effective for removing bacteria or 
heavy metals such ns lend. The only cost to 
operate a carbon filler is replacing the car- 
tridges, 

A ruvur.se osmosis (RO) system works by 
slowly forcing water through a special mem- 
brane. It is eftective for removing most cim- 
laminanls, some bacteria, and often includes , 
a carbon filter cartridge. 

RO systems .sized for home use produce wa- 
ter at a slow rale, about one gallon of water in 
four to six hours, This process also uses a lot 
of water. To produce one gallon of purified

Weiss said it was "a horrible thing" 
for people to lose money that could 
have meanl rolircraent or aavinga 
for education, "but, your honor, wo 
also- understand if you get nothing, 
it's nothing." 

Bernstein estimated a settlement 
now, rather than after years of 
litigation would' add about $250 
million to the value received, but he 
noted the court had received more 
than GOO letters from bondholders, 
many arguing they should receive 
the full face value of their bonds.

BOISE — Four divisions with varying fishing regulations 
are being proposed hy the Idaho Department of Kish and 
Gpmi! for Big Wood.Bivor above Mape Reservoir. i . • ’ 

In a change from the thrce scciion prbjjosal!' that were 
discussed in three public hearings in Magic Valley last 
month, the department suggests mnintmning any-tnckle. 
any-bait regulations for a stretch closest to Hailey and on the 
lower reach of the stream. 

Additionally, the department proposes to reduce the 
extension of the caich and*releasc regulations four miles 
downstream from its current limits — the Nature 
Conservancy property. This proposal would allow bait 
fishing from approximately the mid-point of the department 
property at Point of Rock.s down.strcnm. 

Proposals for the Dig Wood River have been constructed to 
maintain a variety of fishing method opportunities in the Sun 
Valley area while Uiking advantage of the trophy potential of - 
the stream. 

Under the proposed rcgulalion.s for the Big Wood, from 
' Croy Creek Road bridge at Hailey upstream to the Idaho 
Highway 75 bridge at milepost 122.2, the limit for trout would 
he two with u slot-limit which would not allow keeping any 
trout between 12 and IG inches. No gear or bait rejilrictions 
would apply. 

The next segment, from milepost 122.2 upstream to the 
Highway 75 bridge at milepost 126.3, is proposed for catch- 
and-releiise fishing only with artindni fiics and lures, no bail 
— and-singlcfaarblesshooks: 

Upstream from milcpo.st 126.3 to the Hulcn Meaduws 
Bridge, the proposal calls for n trout limit of lwt> arid a 
similar slow limit with no bail or tackle restrictions. 

From that point upstream to the North Fork, trout limits 
would bo two, the same slot limit, artificial flics and luro.s, no 
bait and .single barblcss hooks only. 

No changes arc proposed for the river beJow Croy Creek 
Hoad bridge or above the confluence with North Fork. 

Silver Creek regulations would be changed, if the propo.sai 
i.s approved, to extend' the catch-and*re!cnse area 
approximately four miles beyond the present downstream 
boundary. 

The new boundary, which would be about in the center of 
the Fi.sh and Game property, would be marked and general 
regulations would apply below that point.- 

Tackle in the extended calch-and-relen.se area would be 
limited to artificial flies or lures with single barhless hooks. 

Decisions on the proposals will be made at the next 
meeting of the Fish and Game Comrois.sion April 20-21 in 
Moscow. Comments will he received at Ihe public hearing 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m.

Harvest studies conclude 
duck production went 
down in '87 as predicted 


WASHINGTON - The U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service is considering keeping last year's waterfowl 
hunting restrictions in place for the upcoming fall 
sca.son, according to a notice published in the March 
27 Federal Regi.ster. 

- Enr!y-rt‘sult.s of waterfowl harvest studies confirm 
that duck production was very poor lost year, as 
predicted. Although complete harvest information 
• jyil! not be avnlnble until summer, preliminary 
analysis of wing.s submitted by hunters indicates tliat 
mallard and pinUiil populations contained less than 
one young for each adult bird whereas in years of 
good production the young outnumber the adluls. 

Pintail production was down dramatically with 
only one young for every two adults. Wood duck 
production also dccUned. reflecting the effects of 
— drought iallie .smithensl 

FWS consuiers habitat particularly crucial now 
because widespread drought has accelerated habitat 
loss, particularly in Carmdn. 

Many areas important to breeding ducks have'bcen 
perrt|anently affected. Several years of good weather 
conditions will be required before remaining habitat 
areas can recover, revegetnte and produce ducks. 

Bccaase of a large harvest on populations with poor 
production is not in the best interest. of waterfowl or 
the future of waterfowl hunting, FWS tentatively is 
proposing to continue restriction hunting regulations 
in 1989, including the suspension of the September 
leal season, extra teal and scaup options and the 
point system. 

Proposals for outside .season dates, bag limits and 
seuon length will be deferred until results of nesting, 
production and harvest surveys become available 
Inter this year. 

The service also is proposing to open shooting , 
hours at sunrise and close ihnm at sunset for all 
migrtory birds exception one-hnif hour before sunrise 
for doves and pigeons and migmtory bird hunts may 
.shoot one-half hour before sunrise prior to the earliest 
sca.son opening date and after the latest duck season 
closing.

KALISPEI.L, Mont. (AP) - Two 
unusual waif sighting.-} occurred 
this week in the Glacier National 
Park area, including one special 
-onimal-lhat-rosoarchors-wiUi-lho— 
Wolf Recovery Project thought 
was dead. 

Project coordinator Dan 
Pletscher said the wolf, number 
8550, was the first "alpha famalo" 
of the original Magic Pack that 
first WQ5 studied in 1981. 

Ho said that wolf number 8550 is 
thought to have produced nearly 
nil the offspring of the three packs 
now being studied in the Glacier 
Park urea. 

Each pack has only one "alpha 
female," he said. 

He said the wolf was spotted this 
week by biologist Diane Boyd just 
.outside her log home near the . 
Canadian border on the North 
Fork of the Flathead River. 

"This was the- first female that 
denned in northwest Montana in 
about fifty years back in 1986," •' 
Pletscher said. "She denned in 
Glacier in 1!187, then she denned in 
British Columbia the following 
season, and since that time she has 
been missing. She was the 
grandmother of all thr wolves up 
there." 

He said wolf number 8550 was 
displaced as the "alpha female" in 
1987 when the original pack split 
into the Camus and Sage Creek 
packs. 

"She weal north with the Sage 
Creek Pack and ended up -in 
British Columbia in 1987," he said. 

Also on Wednesday, a ranger 
spotted a lone adult wolf on the 



cast side of Glacier National Park, 
marking the first time a wolf has 
lx)cn seen in that area since 1987. 

Park information officer Amy 
Vanderbilt said that St. Mary 
subdistrict ranger .lorry Ryder 
saw the animal on the ice of St. 
Mary Lake as he stood on Going- 
t«*tho-Sun Road. 

A pack of wolves frequented the 
St. Mary area in tlie spring of l!kS7. 
During the summer, the. animals 
began preying on livestock on the 
Dan Goer ranch north of 
Browning. 


After the animals killed an 
estimated worth of 

iive.slock, U.S, Fi.sh and Wildlife 
Service trappers killed four of the 
wolves. 

Two others were live-trapped 
ami sent to a research lab in 
Minnesuta, 

One wolf escaped the trappers, 
ami there have i'een no official 
reparts of it since.

Dunkle, then chief of the Fish and 
Wildlife Service, announced ho 
was shelving the agency's wolf

Ranchers caught between ag, peregrine popmation 


MACKAY (AP) — Custer County ranchers 
appear caught between their campaign to keep 
agriculture profitable and tlie state’s drive to 
restore Idaho's falcon populations. 

While favoring restoration of the peregrine 
falcon in the stale, the ranchers are afraid the 
hacking tower built in their own backyard near 
Chilly Slough last summer for fledgling raptors 
Vtili bring with it re.striclions on pesticide 
spraying to control grasshoppers, mosquitoes 
and Ru.s.sian wheal aphids. 

The peregrine's downfall has Ik-cd blamed on 
the wide-spread use of the chemical DDT prior 
to its ban in 1972. 

The chemical worked its way into the food 
chain and caused the falcons to pixiduce thin- 
shelled eggs that were easily crushed under 
their weight, 

The hacking tower was built by the federal 
government in cooperation with the nonprofit 
Peregrine Fund without a prior public hearing 
hecailS f- Bun-, in of Lmd Matiagerm-.-il wildlife 
biologist .ierr.v Gregson said, the governmeiil 
did not expect :i major conflict. 

Ranchers have complained that the lower 
was located ‘within 7fk) feet of private hind 
wlien Idaho has millions of acn-s oC wildi-rness 


and roadless areas, 

Gregson maintaiiu-d there h.ive lieen no 
conflicts between landowners and the 
government in other parts of the country where 
lucking towers have been Imilt.

Gregson acknnwiedged that at th<- lime the 
decision on the tower was made, he was

During my hunts over in Uail -15, 1 was 
amazed at the number of hunters 
participating in the hunt. Unforttwtcly. a 
large number of folks participating in this 
hunt were very disrespectful of both the • 
animals being hunted and tho land on which 
they wore hunting {both private and state), 
The BLM fmally did dose down a number of 
side roads that forced people to walk into 
some areas rather than drive, but the 
damage to the roads had been done and too 
many deer wore shot from the rood. I don't 
think Uuil any regulaliun can eliminate the 
road hunters, but 1 would like j-ou to 
consider an alternative for this hunt next 
year. 


One alternative might be Lu Lake the hunt 
to controlled .stntu.s. The season could be- 
broken into six separate hunts each lasting 
one week. Thi.s would allow tho prcs.sure to 
be spread out over time and improve the' ■ 
quality of the hunt. In addition, Fish and 
Game might consider sending a map to

Cunningham proposes to sell eight 
elk permits ul $5,500 each to 
sportsmen.

the entire fi.sh and game fund. 

Basically, this is tho way we were 
told it goes now; 

"Once the stale (the Idaho 
Department of Fish and Game 
through enactment of this bill! was 
assigned responsibility for wildlife, it 
took away the cap. There is no lego! 
limit for compemsalion for liability," 
the lawyer said. 

■ And that indicates that not only 
will the department bo funding a lot 
of depredation claims, it will be 
liiring batteries of lawyers to fight 
excessive claims or — perish the 
thought — punitive claims. 

"That is the way wc are viewing 
it,'" said Carl Nellis, Region 4 
supervisor, in tones as somlwr and • 
solemn as the situation warranus. 

If that is true, then it becomes -i 
matter for, ugh, the courts to dei ide 
on whether another Legislature can 
lift the responsibility of the 
department for wildlife. More feel 
that would be impossible now tlian 
possible. 

It would appear that what Magic 
Valley big game hunters now must 
expect to see is a very sudden 
reduction in big gam^e herds on the 
northern rim and in antelope 
populations in the northeast. 

Those populations have been 
carried anificially high for the 
benefit of .south-central Idaho 
hunters mainly but tile slate and for 
slate income peripherally. 

If the "lhou.sands" of antelope in 
tho Howe country are .sufficieiil in 
• number to reduce a huge barley field 
to tho height of grass and keep it 
there not only on one farm but nine, 
then obviously there are too many 
antelope to consider picking up the 
lab year after year for something 


like 800 hunters to have a crack at 
one. Unless, of course, tag fees arc 
raised to Sl.SOOcach. 

Helping in the Howe situation 
somewhat is the announcement this 
week that the federal government 
will allow hunting one-half mile into 
the Idaho National Engineering 
Libonilorv resenation. starting this 
fall. 

But the one-half mile won't be a 
major factor if the elk and antelope 
herds. mnintam their usual routine of 
raiding ag land at night and 
returning to safely ju,sl8S0 yards by 
day. There will be some harassment 
benefit early but the animals soon 
will lo.nrn to circumvent it. 

And, it would appear, that control 
of those two populations will be 
beyond hunter's ability to 
accomplish and hired hunters will 
have to be .sent in to trim iho.se herds 
back. The elk herd, which just 
seemed to materialize with the 
protection of the INEL reservation, 
probably will have to be gunned 
down to the last calf by hired hunters 
— and maybe out of helicopter*. It 
again is the age-old story that the elk 
historically was a plains animal and 
went to tho mountains only when 
pressured there by civilization. The 
Howe desert herd and the Bennett 
Hills herd arc proof of that. 

But there are many other areas of 
' application in Region 4. The elk herd 
on the Camas Prairie must now be 
trimmed and the deer, elk and 
antelope between Interstate 81 and 
the Hennoli and Picabo ridges are 
now more than a liability, 

And this certainly has to .start 
sportsmen seeking alternatives to 
the options exorcised by the factioas 
currently in the catbird sent. 

Changes like competing with 


private livestock interest.* fur 
grazing on public lands — if not 
totally tlicn certainly in localized 
.rituations where public forage now 
becomes the only feasible 
alternative in a another round of 
high-priced iis vs. them. 

This raises the "worth" of big 
game to the hunter to the point lluit 
his interest and investment 
overshadows that of the private 
live.stock k*s.*ee. The hunter 
currently is pn>ing $15 per month 
per elk for winter feeding (four 
months or sol which eclipses the 
$1.85 per month per head 
livestockmen pay for six or wven 
months. It becomes much cheaper to 
have sportsmen pay Si .K5 per month 
year-round to feed deer and elk on 
legi-slativcly ro.served and critical 
summer and winter areas than 
support ilepri'dalion claims and 
winter feeding. Uncle Sam (Forest 
Service and BLMi gel their money, 
too. And that doesn't begin to tell the 
story of riparian and attending 
fisheries habitat enhancement that 
\vnutd occur. 

Under this plan, natural forage 
would grow and gn imused all 
summer but be avuilitblc for big 
game in the winter. 

It becomes not a matter of being 
able to p.ay for feeding now. it 
becomes a matter of fighting on ut 
len.*t two mure fronts in the mure 
costly world of jurisprudence. 

h is a legacy left by several 
lawmakers who probably deserve a 
lot of credit and publicity along tiuit 
line the next time the elections roll 
around. For some it won’t matter. 
They’ve accomplished their mission.

have been the sought-after target 
•and resulted in multiple trips for 
hunters. 

While that increased hunter 
opportunity, it worked against the 
perforred ratios of bucks to does in 
the population and severely reduced 
the number of mature bucks. But the 
“hfifdownors'and department want 
the herd drastically reduced and 
that can only be accomplished 
through doc harv'cst. 

Landowners asked that additional 
extra deer lags be made avaihible to 
murzieloadcrs as well as centerfire 
hunters. 

Wood River area residents 
surprised somewhat by not 
prolcsling'thc goal of reducing 
Warm Springs-fed elk herd from 
something in the 300 area to about 
200. This has been a chronic problem 
since subdivisions eliminated 
riparian winter range along the 
creek and Big Wood River on the 
outskirts of Kelchum. Some private 
feeding also has complicated the 
problem. 

. The department is proposing

Some questioned if more permit* 
might increase hunters in the field ui 
a'n unsafe level and/or disrupt a 
quality of the hunt by sheer numbers 
present.

The 
department said n 53-beur harvest- 
was beyond the management 
criteria of the current five-year plan. 
But hunters said there wore more 
bears available than the 
dcparlmenl's plan had ever 
projected. 

The department also said it was 
eliminating the Picabo HilLs elk hunt 
because, as biologist Ed Bottom 
pointed out, "after a couplc-lhroe 
days of hunting, the elk simply- left 
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the hills. Wc flew it the other day 
and saw only one oik on the hills. We 
arc not going to hold ii hunt whcr<> 
we have no nnimnls." 

He .said last year's hunt, prompted 
by depredation, resulted in four liull* 
and.four cows being taken iH'fore the 
animals vacated tho hunting area. 

The department also hopes to re- 
eslnblish elk hunting in-tbe-Willow- 
Creek drainage on the east end of 
Camas Prairie. The department 
closed that area and tried some 
basting with hay to provide' a 
sanctuary that might keep the elk 
from moving onto the open prairie 
and causing depredations and 
possible emergency feeding. 

"This wa.s our-first normal year 
and the idea didn't work. So we are 
abandoning it," he said. 
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LIVINGSTON, Mont. (AP) - 
Trumpeter swans will be introduced 
this summer at D«-Puy‘.s Spring 
Creek, a fly-fishing ranch south of 
Livingston in the Paradise Valley. 

Ranch officials decided to ship out 
nearly all of the remaining mute 
swans that nest in the area and 
introduce a pair of the native 
trumpeters, which are n protected 
species, in an effort to e.stnblish n 
: new breeding ground for them. 

The two trumpeters will come 
from the Red Rocks l>akes National 
Wildlife Refuge in southwestern 
Montana — the primary breeding 
ground for trumpeters in the slate. 
Yellowstone National Park also has 
breeding grounds forlnimpclera. 

"I'm really excited about." said 
Bob Auger; the manager of DcPu>'s 
Spring Creek ranch. "I think it’s 
really going to help the future of 
“trumpeter swans in this area. 

The effort to esuihlish a breeding 


ground for tho trumpeters in the 
Paradise Valley i.s a joint one 
involving the state Department of 
Fish, Wildlife and Parks, the 
National Park Service, the U.S. Fish 
and WildlifeService, and the ranch. 

FWP wildlife biologist Tom Lemke 
said the project should be completed 
by early summer. 

And the Park Service is heading 
up a fund-raising effort to buy 
another pair of trumpeters for the 
ranch. 

"You just don't want to have all 
your eggs in one Imsket." Lemke 
said, explaining the need for 
trumpeters to begin nc.sting in other 
areas of the state. 

He said the trumpeters brought to 
Iht^ Paradise Valley will have their 
•wings permanently pinioned so they 
won't be able to fiy long distances. 
However, he said, their offspring 
~wilt~br‘nhi t, ' tu migra te f rom the 
valley. 


Trumpeters used to stop in the 
Paradise Valley during their’ 
migration.*, but officials sny since 
the introduction of a pair nf mule 
swans in 19(i2, the trumpeter.* have 
not bred in the area. 

There were about 1(X) mule swan.* 
in the valley four years ago, and 
Auger called them "basically long- 
necked eating mucliines." 

Like trumpeters, the nuite swans 
feed on aquatic plant life, und Auger 
said they were causing damage to 
tlu’ spring creeks south of Livingston 
because of their eating habits. 

• So an effort was made to capture 
and sell the mule swans, which are 
not protected by law because they 
are considered an exotic species.

Biologists are working to regcncratelVlainc caribou 


MILLINOCKFT, Maine (AIM - Biologists 
trucked Li caribou into the wilderness to 
regenerate the native herd of the rcindeer-like 
animals that vani.shed from the wond.s of northern 
Maine 80 years ago. 

Five animals, doped up on tranquilizers, were 
driven in trucks 100 miles north of here 
Wednesday to a ihree-acrc enclosure in a stale 
park where lliey will he kept several weeks before 
llieir final release. 


Eight other caribou were taken to the park 
earlier in the week. 

The beasts were to have been ticcompanied by 
a 2-year-old slag mimed E.U. Truckmore. whom 
scientists expect to liecome u dominant male in 
the herd. But the tranquilizer did not have an 
effect on the big .stag and he was left behind out of 
concern he would disturb the other caribou during 
the ride, said Margaret Nagle, a spokesw'uman for 
the University of Maine in Orono. 


She said biologists will decide later this week 
whether to transfer the stag to Baxter Stale Park 
with the other caribou, 

Maine's native caribou herd disappeared by 
IfXW. Officials tried in 19(xi to reintroduce'u herd, 
hut the venture was considered a failure because 
the animals disappeared. 

The caribou being released in the latest 
attempt, which were bom to a herd rounded up in 
Newfoundland in 1988, are non-migratory.

Planting 

Once you have your seeds picked out, 
you’re ready to be a farmer. Get a grown-up 
to break up the dirt in a- sunny spot, or 
maybe talk them out of a small area of their 
already-tilled garden. Break up the big 
clumps of dirt into small crumbles and make 
the area nice and smooth. This is a good 
time to tell you that grown-up gardeners call 
dirt “soil." 


Now- you're ready to plant. You may have 
noticed that grown-ups put most of their 
stulT in rows, straight and neat. Bo-o-o-ring! 
Instead, let'a-draw your name as big as you 
can - .stretch your w-ho!e arm as big as it 
goes - and draw your name in the soil with 
your finger. 

Now- take the lettuce seeds - or anything 
else you choose - and sprinkle them lightly 
along the letters. You might want to fill in 
the “O's" or any other loopy letters with 
radishes. Pat the soil over the seeds gently. 
When it nil comes -up. your name will look 
terrific. 

The marigolds are good to plant all around 
the outside of your garden area. They will 
make the garden pretty and keep a lot of 
bugs away from your other plants at the 
same time. Besides, Mom will like the flow- 
ers you can bring her. ,, 

In the ceniers, moke a mound of dirt 
about as high as your hand. Poke your finger 
into it and drop in a pumpkin or cucumber 
seed. Both of these like to stretch out, so one 
mound in each comer will be enough. 


When you have planted all the flowers and 
vegetables you want in your garden, (yes, be 
sure to mix the flowers and vegetables to- 
gether - it’s prettier that way and it saves 
space) you need to water the seeds so they 
can sprout. 

Watering 

Turn on the water a little way away from 
the garden. Practice putting your thumb 
over the stream on the end of the hose until 
you can moke a fine mist. Or use a nozzle to 
go^nthfi eEcLoLlhe.hose. : 

The water must land on the garden softly. 
If it hits hard, you can wash aw-ay all your 
hard work. 

When you can make a fine, gentle mist, 
water your garden. The seeds must get wet 
to como to life. If it is a very hot day, you 
might even have to water again later in the 
day. 

It is best to water every morning. You can 
tell when the garden wants water if you poke 
your finger into the soil. Does it feel dry? 


Then it needs a drink. If it still feels wet and 
cold, don't w-aler yet. 

In a few days you will sec tiny green 
sprouts pop up out of the ground. Remember

“asks.’; Maybe two days after that you will 
see “true leaves' on the sprout.s. Then you 
know your plants are really on their way.

Some of the lettuce plants may be too 
close together to grow well, so when they are 
three or four inches tall and it looks a little 
crowded in there, pul! every other one up 
gently, .so you don't disturb the ones you're 
leaving. Do the same with tlie radishes.

Careful watering is important to keep a healthy garden

TWIN FALLS - Wise watering is a key to 
a healthy garden, yet one of most misunder- 
Htood tasks a home gardener attempts. 

What's so tricky about watering'? Hninfnll, 
humidity, wind and soil type all combine to 
confound gardeners. 

Sandy soil holds less water than loamy or 
clay soil. My garden may have a layer of 
mulch. Your lawn may be thick with thatch. 

And of course there are different ways of 
watering. Sprinklers, like rainfall, provide a 
cool, humid atmosphere, but you can lose wa- 
ter to the breeze and driveway. Drip irriga- 
tion systems - when operated properly - are 
n .slow but thorough method of delivering wa- 
ter to the plant’s roots, but wet leaves can in- 
vite disonFC. And oven the most dedicated 
hand wulerers are likely to encounter unsat- 
isfactory resulLs. 

Good watering requires a basic under- 
standing of how water reaches the plant, and 


how water is used and lost. Tlien garefeners 
can decide which watering system will work 
bc.st for them, and how to make wator'wtirk 
hardest. 

■ WATEIL SOIL AND PLANTS , 
Water travels through soil slowly. Each soil 
particle holds as much water as it can; the 
rest is free to travel down or sideways. In 
time, plant root.s take the water they need, 
and evaporation takes the rc.st. 

Afterward, soil particles ore surrounded by 
air, which is also needed for healthy plants. 
Tbo much water leaves no space for air and 
chokes plants. Water rushes through .sandy 
soil, reaching roots quickly, but unle.ss organ- 
ic matter is present to hold on, it doesn’t slick 
around long enough for the plant to get a 
drink. Organic matter helps soil hold water 
longer, so irrigation need not be as frequent. 

No mutter what the soil type, the k-st ad- 
vice is to water deeply and infrequently. 
Don't sprinkle lightly. Don’t soak heavily. 
Provide water only as fast as the soil cun ab- 
sorb it, enough to wet the soil down to the 


root zone. Afaintnin correct soil-air-u'atcr 
content by allowing the soil to dry out par- 
tinlly before wnlering again. 

HERE’S HOW: 

— Determine how much water is absorbed 
by yiiur soil. Place a straight-^ided container, 
such as a cake pan, in the sprinkler pattern. 
Water as usual. \Vhcn you have an inch of 
water, note how long the wotcr ran. Now you 
know how long it takes for un inch of water 
to be delivered to your lawn. 

—Wait a day for the water to penetrate the 
soil (two or three days for heavy clay soil). By 
then the "wetting front" has moved down as 
far us it will go. Loosen a divot or use a probe 
to sec how deep the water went. Did it reach 
the plant roots? Adjust watering time- to in- 
sure the rout zone receives the moisture it 
needs. 

— In general, a lawn should be watered 
about every live to seven days, or when one of 
these conditions occurs: It loses its bright 
green color (in patches or nil over) in favor of 
» telltale blue-gray shade; it lase.s resiliency.

THE RIGHT TOOL FOR THE JOB: 
Sprinklers imitate rainfall best. They in- 
crease the humidity and decrease the tern-- 

C ure as they water the plants. Use sprin- 
only to water heavily planted areas. 
Early morning, when water pressure is high- 
est and wind and temperatures arc low, al- 
lows wet leaves to dry in the sun and reduces 
the spread of diseoscs. 

Flooding or soaking is a good way to water 
the deep root systems of larger plants, and 
for irrigating rows of vegetables or flowers. 
Hand watering may be the simplest method, 
but rarely the most satisfactory. Most folks 
cannot stand there long enough with the hose 
in hand to do the job right. Furrows, basins 
and drip irrigation methods are more efTcc- 
tivc. Here are some tips for specific needs; 

•Use furrow irrigation to wotcr rows of 
flowers or vegetables. 


Watering basins give large trees and 
shrubs the water their root systems need. 
TVees often need more water than lawns, and 
may not receive adequate water from uulc- 
malic sprinkling systems. Dig a basin around 
the plant (a ridge of soil about.six inches high 
around the drip line).

•Smollcr trees and shrubs can be watered 
by hose. Tio a piece of burlap over the end of 
the hose and turn down the water pressure. 
Leave the hose at the ba.se of the plant until 
the soil is completely soaked. 

•Smoll bedding plants purchased at the , 
nursery have shallow roots that need a con- 
sistent water supply for best growth. After 
watering, use a trowel to make sure the root 
zone has been moistened. Expect to water of- 
ten: 

•Container gardens need to bo watered 
more often: Water when the soil feels dry to 
the touch, not before. If the soil dries com- 
pletely, soak the entire container to rc-w'cl 
the soil.

Select a location that has at least n half-day of sun 
— more is belter if you want to make a show of flower- 
ing plants. 

A sleep slope or the vicinity of a rock outcrop is 
gtwd, Nol cvoryonejias such a location, however, and 
we suggest you nvom making a round pile in the mid- 
dle of a lawn. Instead, place the rock garden in n cor-

Tlie experts say ^here's no good 
reason wo can't grow astuiinding ro.s- 
c-s here a.s long as we give them a lit- 
tle tender-loving care. 

The No. 1 rule to follow is: Choose 
a varieiy that will lio well in tliis cli- 
mate, We want roses that don't mind 
a little winter and lots of sun, .Some- 
thing that docs best in irrigated 
desert soils - mucli like where most 
of the ru.Ke root stock is grown in the 
first place. We'll talk later about 
specifics. 

Down to business. There’s an old 
gardener's .saw that says, "There’s no 
--such thing as ino'hol for roses." but 
cur summers gel hot enough that we 
don’t want to plant rose.s against a 
south wall, Put them where they will 
get at least five hours of sun every 
day. preforaiily in the morning- They 
like to I'et dry just as sism as they 
can. 

They like .-oil wilh liunius, lots of 
water ami super drainage. 

Roses will need some protection 
from the winter lemperaliires. They 
can't stand temperatures dropping 
under 10 degress for 21 liours, 

P<irtland. Ore., niay be known as 
"The Rose City,” but it's humid there 


and roses don't like humidity. Humid 
conditions invite blackspol and 
mildew. The dry desert air is much 
belter .suited for healthy roses, Thai’s 
why .lacksnn and Perkins grows its 
root slocks in Bakersfield, Calif., in 
Medford. Ore., and in IbKiis. 

laical old-timers tell me that the ^ 
problem with the desert air is there's 
loo much of it. The wind beats up on 
roses, and they need to be protected. 
Just make sure that the wind-pro- 
tected spot j'ou choose isn't also 
shady. 

. Roses like to be fed regularly. For 
simplicity's sake, ! like to use Ortho's 
Systemic Rose and Flower Care. It 
has all the nutrients healthy roses 
need as well as insecticide to thwart 
aphids. 

Most folks shiver when they think 
of the myslerv' of rose pruning, 
I’shaw! Established roses like t 
their spent blossoms cut back to the 
next strong cane during the summer;

back knee-high. When it looks like 
winter is just around llie corner. cul 
each bush down to alsnit H) or 12 
inches, cut out all dead and damaged 
stems and lay a mound of mulch over 
wlial's left to protect it from freezing. 

When spring arrives, uncover the 
ruse canes to let in light and air. Cut 
out any visible winter damage. 

Whun you see that the rose has de- 
cided it's lime to grow, give it a little 
fertilizer.

Perennials 

Perennials can bo used m 
containers, hut care must he taken to 
transplant them into a garden bed 
for the winter, digging lliein up again 
the next summer, say.s Kelley. 

Perennials usually depend on sur- 
rounding .soil and mulch to protect 
their roots against harsh winter tem- 
peratures, Kelley .says leaving peren- 
nials in containers through the win- 
ter dries them out and leaves the 
roots unprotected. If you chim.se to 
keep perennials in conuuners 
through the winter, they should get 
plenty of water and be stored in a 
cool, dark place such as a garage or 
root cellar.

April and May are good times to plant newcfruit trees

A wide ratiRC of fruits can be 
grown in the Magic Valley and a 
emallcr number of fruits will do well 
in colder areas such ns the Wood 
River Valley. April and May are ex- 
cellent months to plant' new fruit 
trees and plants. 

. Strawberries and raspberries arc 
-the most popular small fruits. The 
most popular strawberries for home 
gardeners arc the everbearing typos. 
Although they do not produce as 
heavy a crop during June and July, 
they continue to produce a little fruit 
during mos.t of the summer,' thus 


their name, everbearing. Two of the 
best adapted everbearing varieties 
for this area arc Heckor, which 
bears heaviest in late summer, and 
Ozark Beauty which has a heavy 
crop in late June and early July. 

If j-ou want strawberries mostly 
for jam, single crop varieties such ns 
Canoga, Hood and Shucksan arc 
good choices. Their fruit is concen- 
trated in a three to four week period 
in late June and early July. 

Canby is the overwhelming choice 
for raspberries. It is one of the hardi- 
est varieties and is also thomlcs.s. 
which mokes picking more pleasant. 

Other small fruits which can be 
grown successfully even in colder ar- 


eas include Currant, gooseberry, el- 
derberry and a few grapes. In moun- 
tainous areas with acid soil, the na- 
tive huckleberry can also be grown. 
Soil in the Magic Valley is too alka- 
line for huckleberries and blueber- 
ries. 

Some blackberries, a wider elec- 
tion of grapes and hardy kiwis arc 
worth a try in the Magic Volley, too. 

Beta and Valiant arc two grapes 
that do well in colder areas. They 
arc both Concord type, slipskin. juice 
gropes. In addition to these two. Con- 
cord, Himrod, Interlaken, Canodicc, 
Ruby and p few others can be grown 
in the Magic Valley. Himrod and In- 
terlaken ore green seedless varieties 


that arc hardier than Thompson 
Seedless. 

•The apple is tho most popular tree 
fruit in the Mope Valley. Late ma- 
turing varieties such as Rome Beau- 
ty and Granny Smith do not develop 
full sweetness and maturity except 
in the wannest areas, such as the 
Hagerman Valley. Only the hardy, 
early maturing varieties such as 
Yellow Transparent, Duchess, 
Wcollhy and McIntosh should be 
grown in the Wood River Valley. 
Two diflerent apple varieties are 
necesary in order to have cross polli- 
nation and fniit set. 

Most pears can be grown in the 
Magic Valley, but almost none of 


them will survive the colder Wood 
River Valley. Sweet cherries can bo 
grown successfully in_most of the 
Magic Valley, though'bhly the more 
hardy pie cherries such ns Mont- 
morency and North Star should be 
attempted in colder areas. 

Most sweet cherries, such as the 
popular Bing, require cross pollina- 
tion to set fruit. Ihis means that you 
must plant at least two different va- 
rieties. However, Stella is one vari- 
ety which is self-pollinated. 

The European blue plums such os 
Stanley and Italian are best adapted 
to the Magic Valley. Santa Rosa is 
the only red Japanese Plum which is 
hardy enough. In colder areas, some 


of the luirdllir pluin.s, such a.s Umier- 
wood and Wanda, dovdopi'd in Min- 
ncsoln, are bettor choices. 

Most peaches can he grown in ihi' 
Magic Valley. Very few peaclics will 
survive Icmpernturea lower than '20 
degrees below zero. Many apricoi.s 
will do well, too. However, late frost 
tends to nip their early bloom and 
the fruit is zapped about one year in 
two or three. It‘.s a gamble th.it 
many', apricot lovers think wartli- 
while. 

Many'fruit trec.s are available ia 
dwarf or semi-dwurf.type.s for samll- 
cr yards. Local nurserie.s cun advise 
on other specific fruit varielie.s 
which are locally adapted. 


Automatic sprinkler system can 
make caring for lawns easier 


Use caution, safe procedures 
when using power equipment

Considering an 'automatic sprin- 
kler system? 

Consider it a m^jor investment, 
advises Greg Moere of Kimberly 
Nursery. Built-in watering systems 
make it convenient to care for your 
lawn, increasing the likelihood that 
your yard will be looking good nil 
summer Plus it's a sure bet for up- 
ping the selling value of your home. 

&mc might consider a do-it-your- 
— self-approachi-MaterialSradvice and 
assistance are available from local 
lawn and garden centers or plumb- 
ing and electrical suppliers. Grover's 
Pay & Pack, TV,-in Falls, for example, 
has charts to help you design your 
sprinkler system and viden cassettes 
to teach you how to do the work, ac- 
cording to saleswoman Alice Briggs. 
They’ll answer your questions, pre- 
pare the actual layout and provide 
you with an estimate of what your 
system will cost; you pay only for 
materials and equipment. 

Equipment manufacturers also of- 
fer layout guides, says Tbdd Hobdey, 


assistant manager at Ernst Home i 
Nursery, TVvin Falls. He says do-it- 
your-sclfcrs with an *avcragc yard* 
can expect to pay $700 to $1500, 
which includes wiring, timers, heads, 
pipe and instruction. 

Before you buy materials, you'll 
need to know whether you are on a 
well or city water; the size of your 
water main, the gallons-per-minutc 
off the .source before it goes inside 
the house; are pipes galvanized or 
PVC? Measure the yard and locate 
shrubs, trees, sheds and other obsta- 


If you would rather pay a profes- 
sional to do it all: cu.stom design, 
purchase, install and maintain a 
sprinkler system that's best for your 
yard. 

Ask for an estimate and refer- 
ences. Find out what kind of equip- 
ment they .use, how long they have 
been in business, if they maintain 
and repair systems. Will they have 
the time and manpower to handle 
emergencies? Thlk with those refer- 
ences to sec if those people ore satis- 
fied with the results. 

Cost for a sprinkler system de- 


pends on yard size and configura- 
tion. Moore estimates the cost for a 
“good system for the average lawn* 
at S2,00CI-2,500.- 

Automatic systems need onnual 
maintenance and periodic adjust- 
ment. At the beginning of the gar- 
dening .season, check for leaks at the 
main shut-off. and close the drain. 
Check for other problems: Ibrf may 
have grown around sprinkler heads, 
dcllecting the water spray and caus- 
ing uneven watering. Frost heaves 
may have pulled fittings apart or 
cau.scd galvanized pipes to break. 


"Sprinkler heids"may'Fc broken, Noz- 
zlcs may be plugged by grass roots or 
insects. Spray may need to be adjest- 
cd to compensate for the growUl’ of 
shrubbery. PVC pipe, if not properly 
drained last fall, may have broken 
during the winter. 

Watering needs change as the 
weather warms, so sprinkler systems 
will need to be adjested four or five 
times each year. During the hottest 
days of the .summer, usually during 
July and August, lawns nc^ to be 
watered more often, not for longer 
periods of time.

Ladybug will irid any 
garden of ’bad' bugs

Who says the only good bug is a 
dead bug? One of tho best bugs to 
have in your garden is the ladybug. 

Each day, it feeds on many "bad* in- 
sects, such as aphids, Colorado pota- 
to beetles, grape rootworms, alfalfa 
weevils, plus others. She helps keep 
things in natural balance. 

The black-spottcd red ladybird, 
bolter known as ladybug, is a vora- 
cious. predatory beetle, one the most 
beneficial on earth. 

Millions of them have been re- 
“leased on cropland^th’eif heffrtyafF 
pelites helping to reduce aphid popu- 
lations — with biological pest con- 
trol. 

Cornell University scientists note 
the ndvanlagcs of biological con- 
trols: There is no environmental 
damage; the pests do not develop re- 
sistance to their predators os they do 
to chemicals, and a small initial in- 
vc.slmcnt results in a safe, perma- 
nent control method. 

In Palo Alto, Galif., some years 
ago, park officwls released 300,000 
ladybugs to fignfplanl pests. Gar- 
deners in Albuquerque, N.M., scat- 
tered more than 2.5 million ladybugs *■ 
to protect plants. In Medford, Ore., 
Jackson and Perkins invited thou- 
sands of ladybugs to an aphid feast 
in their rose test- garden. 

National Geographic magazine 
has reported 4,300 known species of 
ladybugs, or which North America 
ha.s 370. Remember the children’s 

-chatrt^^Ledybugrladybugt-fly-away- 

home, your house is on fire, your 
children will bum.” This was a plea 
by English farmers concerned for 
the safety of ladybugs during tho an- 
nual burning of hop fields. 

A major concern is in getting the 
tiny migratory insects not to fly 
away home. California studies indi- 
cate that 90 percent wing off after 
release. Since they don't fly at night, 
a late afternoon or early evening re- 
lease will encourage at least an 
overnight stay. 

• The beetles are very mobile. When 
there only a few aphids around, a 
Cornell researcher reported, they 
migrate, searching for other areas of 
food, scouting apple crops, oats, win- 
ter wheat, sugar beets and beans.
